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1. About 2,000 students were enrolled at the University of fkoplje during the 
194950 session, The School of Philosozhy had 1264 students 3 the School of 
Medicine 115, and the remainder were in the other schools, 


2. Students received 2,500 dinars a month from the Yugoslav Government for room 
and board, Privileged students boarded at the less expensive Studenski 
Dormitory. 


3. In the Medical School there was a lack of books, literature and instruments Py 
and food was insufficient. There were fey medical technicians, no gloves 
for operations, and bodies were poorly preserved, 


4. The main emphasis in the school was placed on political and military education. 
Of 24 hours a week, eight were for political and military matters, two for 
military theory, two fo: political economy, tyvo for "Marxism-Leninism," and 
two for the history of the Yugoslav Communist Party. Eight extra hours were 
devoted to pre-military training. Students who had not served in the Army 
vaGaived special pre-military training, and examination were held in political 
and military subjects, Despite the political educat‘on, the majority of the 
students are non-Commmist » and show a particular aversion for pre-military 
education,
